I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  14th  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Divisional  Health  Services  for  the  year 
1961. 


A  comparison  with  earlier  reports  very  soon 
demonstrates  tne  continuous  expansion  of  these  services  - 
perhaps  three  figures  suffice  to  set  the  pattern  of  the 
change  over  the  last  10  years;  home  helps  344  to  1342; 
attendances  of  mothers  at  child  welfare  centres  30,000  to 
41,000;  whilst  the  infantile  mortality  rate  falls  from 
38  to  23;  one  likes  to  think,  and  indeed  with  some 
justification,  that  cause  and  effect  are  at  work  here. 

The  report  gives  a  full  appraisal  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  each  section  and  notes  the  developments 
which  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

I  would  acknowledge  the  interest  taken  in  the 
work  by  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  by  members  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee. 

At  all  times  I  receive  the  help  and  encouragement 
of  Dr.  G-awne  and  his  staff,  which,  coupled  with  the  capable 
administration  of  Mr.  Walsh,  makes  for  very  smooth  and,  I 
trust,  an  efficient  v;orking  service.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  DIVISION. 


Division  No.  17  is  an  aggregation  of  five  Sanitary  Districts, 
mainly  of  the  urban  type,  with  comparatively  small  areas  of  open  land  between 
then.  The  City  of  Manchester  is  on  the  western  boundary,  which  is  nearly 
four  miles  from  the  city  centre.  To  the  south  and  east  is  the  county  boundary 
separating  Lancashire  from  the  Cheshire  boroughs  of  Dukinfield  and  Stalyb ridge, 
whilst  on  the  north  west  and  northern  boundary  the  Division  adjoins  the  County 
Borough  of  Oldham  and  Division  No. 14  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  The 
Borough  of  Mossley  abuts  on  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire, 


The  industr5.es  comprise  cotton  spinning,  engineering  of  many  types, 
hat  manufacture,  coal  mining,  brewing,  woollen  manufacture,  wool  combing  and 
many  others.

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES . 


Most  of  the  fourteen  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Division,  where  an 
aggregate  of  1 6  sessions  are  held  each  week,  are  well  attended,  and  have  reached 
and  are  maintaining  a  high  standard.  During  1961,  794  sessions  were  held  at 
the  Centres,  where  4,648  children  made  40,620  attendances  (compared  with 
36,498  during  i960).  The  highest  average  attendance  was  again  at  Waterloo, 
with  7 8,  and  the  lowest  at  Mossley  (Hollins  Nursery  and  Manchester  Road)  with 
9.  The  average  attendance  for  all  the  Centres  in  the  Division  was  31. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  an  excellent  service  is  being  provided 
but,  due  to  shifting  population,  the  situation  needs  to  be  carefully  watched. 

In  an  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  population  in  the  Micklehurst 
district  of  Mossley,  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  formerly  held  in  the  W.V.S. 
Headquarters  in  Manchester  Road  was  transferred  in  June  to  the  new  Hollins 
Nursery  School,  and  held  on  Saturday  mornings.  As  the  new  Centre  has  not  been 
well  attended,  its  continuance  must  be  considered. 

The  main  object  of  the  Centres  is  the  oducation  of  mothers  in  all 
aspects  of  mothercraft,  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the  health  of  themselves  and 
their  children.  The  specially  trained  doctors  and  nurses  who  are  present  at  the 
Centres  devote  their  talents  and  energies  to  this  object.  The  success  of  their 
efforts  is  clearly  evidenced  in,  for  example,  the  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of 
infant  deaths,  and  in  the  healthy  and  bonny  appearance  of  the  children. 

Other  activities  which  take  place  at  the  Centres  include  immunisation 
and  vaccination  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  smallpox,  and  poliomyelitis,  the  sale  to  mothers  at  cost  price  of  a 
wide  range  of  dried  milk  and  other  welfare  foods,  and  at  Droylsden  and  Mossley 
the  holding  of  Mothers'  Clubs,  which  meet  fortnightly,  appoint  their  own  officers 
and,  on  the  advice  of  the  medical  officers  and  health  visitors,  arrange  for 
speaking  debates,  film  shows,  etc. 

The  Lady  Voluntary  Workers  have  continued  to  give  most  valuable  help 
at  most  of  the  Centres,  and  we  are  greatly  in  their  debt. 

Table  3  page  27  enumerates  the  Centres  and  gives  full  details  of 
attendances,  etc. 

111.  WELFARE  FOODS. 

Since  1954  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  (National  Dried  Milk, 

Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  and  Vitamin  Tablets)  under  the  Government  Welfare 
Foods  Scheme,  which  previously  had  been  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  has, 
at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  been  undertaken  by  Local  Health 
Authorities.  These  welfare  foods,  which  are  supplied  (at  a  reduced  price)  to 
mothers  on  the  production  of  vouchers  issued  by  the  Government,  should  not  be 
confused  with  the  proprietory  foods  mentioned  in  paragraph  11  above.  In 
addition  to  being  available  at  the  16  Child  Welfare  sessions,  they  are 
distributed  at  an  aggregate  of  14  special  sessions  at  Ryecroft  Hall,  Audenshaw; 
Scotland  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne ;  Peel  Street  Clinic,  Denton;  Manchester 
Road  Methodist  School,  Droylsden;  and  Market  Street  Clinic,  Mossley, 
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IV.  ANTE  -NATAL  CLINICS. 

Ante-Natal  provision  in  the  Division  is  very  satisfactory,  and 
full  use  is  made  of  it.  There  are  six  ante-natal  clinics  sited  conveniently 
in  each  district  of  the  division,  five  of  which  are  conducted  by  Dr.W.E.C. 

Thomas,  Consultant  Obstetrician,  and  one  by  an  Assistant  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

The  County  Council's  service  is  well  integrated  with  that  of  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  the  co-operation  of  that  Committee's 
Consultant  Obstetrician,  Mr.  R.L.  G-ada,  is  much  appreciated. 

During  1%3  ^  aggregate  of  160  ante -natal  sessions  were  held,  at 
which  903  expectant  mothers  made  2,723  attendances. 

Relaxation  class'.  ..  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  weekly  at 
Scotland  Street  Clinic,  Ash t on-under -Ly.ne,  at  Peel  Street  Clinic,  Denton, 
and  at  Albion  Drive  Clinic,  Dvoylsden.  During  i960,  a  total  of  120  classes 
were  held,  at  which  241  expectant  mothers  made  1,018  attendances. 

The  classes  are  conducted  by  a  Physiotherapist,  who  instructs 
mothers  in  special  exercises  and  methods  of  relaxation,  and  are  also  attended 
by  health  visitors  and  midwives  to  advise  on  general  ante-natal  and  post-natal 
care,  and  on  the  care  of  the  baby.  The  instruction  and  the  exercises  are 
devised  to  help  in  maintaining  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  women  during 
the  ante-natal  period,  at  the  confinement,  and  post-na tally.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  methods  employed  can  be  very  beneficial.  The  classes  also 
present  an  opportunity  for  the  midwife  and  the  expectant  mother  to  discuss  their 
problems,  and  thus  frequently  eliminate  any  fear  which  the  expectant  mothers  may 
have.  A  healthy  anticipation  of  her  confinement,  free  from  anxiety,  is  that  stat: 
most  conducive  to  a  happy  and  uneventful  delivery. 

V.  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

The  number  of  mothers  willing  to  attend  does  not  justify  the  holding 
of  ad  hoc  post  natal  clinics,  but  mothers  can  always  be  seen  post-natally  at  the 
ante-natal  clinics;  such  visits  are.  however,  few  in  number. 

Each  mother  who  has  recently  been  confined,  whether  at  home,  in 
hospital,  or  in  a  nursing  home,  is  visited  by  a  health  visitor,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  learn,  as  a  result  of  such  visits,  that  very  many  mothers  have 
attended,  either  at  a  hospital,  post-natal,  or  their  own  doctor  for  post-natal 
examination. 

VI .  DENTAL  CARE  -  ANTE -NATAL,  POST-NATAL  &  INFANTS. 

The  four  dental  surgeons  employed  by  the  County  Council's  School 
Health  Service  in  the  Division  are  also  available  for  maternal  and  child  welfare 
purposes.  Every  expectant  mother  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic  is  offered 
dental  inspection  and,  if  necessary,  treatment.  Nursing  mothers  are  encouraged 
to  attend,  as  are  infants  under  5  years  of  age. 
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During  1961,  170  infants,  174  expectant  mothers,  and  66  nursing 
mothers  were  inspected  by  the  dental  surgeon,  and  143,  130  and  56  respectively 
received  treatment. 

VII.  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Forty-six  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified. 

VIII.  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN  AND  THEIR  MOTHERS. 

There  were  102  illegitimate  births  belonging  to  the  Division  in  1961. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  voluntary  societies  for  morel 
welfare  for  the  reception  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies  in  homes 
provided  by  these  bodies.  During  the  year  22  expectant  mothers  and  one 
nursing  mother  with  baby,  from  this  Division,  were  admitted  to  such  homes, 
compared  with  20  in  i960,  and  9  in  1959. 

The  Manchester  Diocesan  Society  maintain  a  Moral  Welfare  Worker  in 
this  Division,  who  co-operates  well  with  the  Divisional  Staff. 

IX.  CHILDREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED  IN  THEIR  OWN  HOMES. 

It  is  now  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  to  look 
for  and  detect  signs  of  neglect  in  children,  and  also  the  threatened  break-up 
of  families  and,  in  appropriate  cases,  to  set  in  motion  local  authority  and 
other  services  designed  to  help  and  rehabilitate  those  involved.  7/ith  this 
object  in  view,  area  conferences,  presided  over  by  the  Assistant  Divisional 
Medical  Officers,  are  held  in  each  district  of  the  division.  The  conferences 
are  attended  by  the  health  visitor  and  all  interested  statutory  and  voluntary 
bodies,  including  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspectors,  Children’s  Officers,  School  Welfare 
Officers,  Housing  Managers,  and  Officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

During  1961,  8  such  conferences  were  held,  when  59  families,  including  270 
children,  were  under  review. 

Most  of  the  cases  present  great  difficulties  and,  although  a  large 
amount  of  concentrated  work  is  put  in  by  the  health  visitors  in  efforts  to  make 
the  families  help  themselves,  really  successful  results  are  few  and  far  between. 

X.  IMMUNISATION  &  VACCINATION  AGAINST  DISEASES. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  (to  some  extent) 
and  Poliomyelitis  has  now  come  to  be  accepted  by  most  parents  as  a  normal  routine 
to  be  carried  out  in  childhood,  but  there  is  still  no  room  for  complacency,  and 
whilst  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council,  on  a  national  and  County 
level,  spare  no  effort  in  the  dissemination  of  propaganda,  the  divisional  staff 
of  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  are  continually 
explaining  to  mothers  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  in  the  homes,  the  need  for 
immunisation.  Children  can  now  be  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping-cough 
and  tetanus  with  one  and  the  same  injection.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  by 
private  medical  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  by  the  Assistant  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  either  at  specially  arranged  clinics  or  at  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
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Diphtheria.  During  the  year,  3 >511  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
for  the  first  time,  compared  with  2,205  in  I960.  In  addition  3,652  (3,20 4  in 
I960)  were  given  a  re-inforcement  injection.  At  the  end  of  the  year  23,148 
children  under  16  had  been  immunised.  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during 
1961,  but  in  order  to  maintain  this  happy  state  of  affairs  there  must  be  no 
relaxation  in  our  efforts  to  secure  the  maximum  number  of  children  immunised. 

Whooping  Cough.  In  1961,  2218  childreri  received  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  and  414  a  re-inforcement  injection.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  5,8 63  children  under  5  had  been  immunised  against  whooping  cough, 

Tetanus  (Lockjaw).  A  greatly  increased  number  -  4,807  children,  were  given  a 
primary  course  of  injection  against  tetanus,  and  365  had  a  re-inforcement 
injection. 

Smallpox.  959  persons  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  compared  with  972  in 
I960.  116  persons  were  re-vaccinated. 

For  full  statistical  details  of  immunisations  and  vaccinations  see 
Tables  14  &  15.  pages  35  -  38. 

P oliomye lit is.  In  previous  reports  I  have  shown  how  vaccination  against 

poliomyelitis  had  developed  since  its  introduction  in  1956,  and  stated  that 
28,742  persons  had  completed  a  course  of  vaccination  up  to  the  end  of  I960. 

In  I960  the  Ministry  of  Health  raised  the  age  limit  to  40,  and  in  order  to 
facilitate  vaccination  for  employed  persons,  evening  and  Saturday  morning 
vaccination  sessions  had  continued  to  be  held  at  most  of  the  clinics. 

Early  in  the  year  adequate  supplies  of  vaccine  were  available,  but 
in  September  there  was  a  shortage  which  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  understood  that  protection  against  poliomyelitis  by  means  of 
vaccine  administered  through  the  mouth  on  a  lump  of  sugar  or  in  syrup,  will  be 
introduced  early  in  1962. 

During  1961  the  Ministry  authorised  a  fourth  injection  for  school 
children  aged  5  to  15. 

Much  publicity  has  been  employed  in  explaining  the  need  for  vaccinatioi 
and  ample  opportunities  have  been  given  to  all  the  residents  of  the  division 
to  be  vaccinated  with  a  minimum  of  trouble.  In  spite  of  this,  I  have  no  doubt 
that,  should  a  threat  of  an  epidemic  arise  in  the  division,  we  'will  be  inundated 
with  applications  from  persons  who  have  previously  ignored  our  advice  to  be 
vaccinated. 

XI.  DAY  NURSERIES. 

There  are  now  six  day  nurseries  in  the  Division,  providing  an  aggregate 
of  330  places.  All  these  nurseries  were  purpose  built,  and  the  all-round 
standard  is  very  high  indeed.  At  the  end  of  August  1961  the  Lewis  Road  Day 
Nursery  at  Droylsden  was  permanently  closed  on  the  instructions  of  the  County 
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Health  Committee.  Since  the  closure  of  this  nursery  there  has  been  very 
little  difficulty  in  accommodating  all  applicants  at  the  two  remaining 
Droylsden  nurserie c . 

The  demand  for  places  in  the  two  Arhtcn-under-Lyne  nurseries  and 
the  Russell  Scott  Day  Nursery  in  Denton  continues  to  be  very  high,  and 
there  are  long  waiting  lists.  The  Audenshaw  nursery  is  always  filled,  and 
there  is  always  a  waiting  list. 

Compassionate  cases  now  have  over-riding  priority  for  admission  to 
the  nurseries  where  there  are  waiting  lists. 

Four  of  the  nurseries  are  approved  for  the  training  of  nursery  nurses, 
and  eight  students  are  now  undergoing  such  training. 

All  the  nurseries  are  frequently  and  regularly  visited  by  myself  and 
the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers,  and  all  the  children  are  medically 
examined  periodically. 

The  children  attending  the  nurseries  are  given  three  meals  each  day. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  planning  and  cooking  of  the  meale. 

Nurseries  Child  Minders  Regul at  ion  Ac  t  _  1 948, 

There  is  now  only  one  industrial  nursery  in  the  division,  with  40 
child  places.  I  visit  tne  nursery  periodically.  Two  Child-minders  are 
registered. 

XI 1 .  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

There  were  14  full-time  and  one  part-time  domiciliary  midwives  employed 
in  the  Division  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  number  is  slightly  below  the 
minimum  number  considered  necessary  for  a  fully  efficient  service,  but  we  are 
hoping  to  recruit  at  least  two  more  midwives  early  in  19&2.  In  view  of  the 
number  of  retirements  and  resignations  in  recent  years,  and  of  the  national 
shortage  of  midwives,  we  have  been  fortunate  in  keeping  our  numbers  up  to  strength 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  midwives  at  a  high  standard  of  efficiency 
Each  year  a  certain  number  of  them  attend  a  fortnight’s  post-graduate  refresher 
course,  and  all  midwives  attend  lectures  at  the  County  Offices.  All  the  midwives 
are  trained  in  the  most  modern  methods  of  analgesia.  As  mobility  is  an 
important  factor  in  domiciliary  midwifery,  12  of  the  midwives  use  their  own  cars 
for  official  purposes,  for  which  they  are  re-imbursed  on  a  mileage  basis.  One 
midwife  uses  a  car  owned  by  the  County  Council. 

Lack  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  is  often  a  major  obstacle  to 
recruiting  staff  and,  although  all  the  District  Councils  in  the  Division  have 
been  very  helpful  in  offering  Council  houses  for  midwives,  the  acquisition  by 
the  County  Council  of  several  houses  suitable  for  midwives  would  be  very 
desirable. 
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The  869  confinements  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  in  1961 
compares  with  837  in  I960,  and  823  in  1959.  Of  the  2285  (2175  in  i960)  live 
births  belonging  to  the  Division  in  1961,  1426  took  place  in  hospitals  or 
nursing  homes,  and  860  at  home.  Thus  63$  of  confinements  took  place  in 
hospital,  which  compares  with  62$  in  i960  and  60$  in  1959,  59$  in  1958  and 
54$  in  1956  and  1957.

XI II.  HEALTH  VISITING-. 

Compared  with  other  health  divisions  in  the  County,  and  indeed  with 
neighbouring  County  Boroughs,  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  keeping  our  health 
visiting  staff  at  a  high  number:  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  23  full  time 
and  1  part-time  health  visitors  employed,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  several  more 
when  training  courses  are  completed  in  1962,  although  there  are  likely  to  be 
losses  due  to  marriages  and  retirements. 

The  improved  staffing  situation  is  reflected  in  the  highest  number  of 
visits  ever  paid  by  the  health  visitors  in  the  course  of  one  year,  i.e.  41,005. 

As  the  health  visitors  are  also  school  nurses,  continuity  is  maintained 
throughout  childhood. 

Although  the  health  visitors’  duties  are  primarily  in  connection  with 
the  maternal  and  child  welfare  and  school  health  services,  they  are  now  being 
required,  to  an  ever  increasing  degree,  to  help  and  guide  the  aged,  the  handicapped, 
and  problem  families.

XIV.  HOME  NURSING-  SERVICE. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  16  (15  female  and  1  male)  district  nurses  were 
employed  in  the  Division.  There  were  also  5  State  Enrolled  Nurses  employed  on 
district  work. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  skillful  and  conscientious  work  done  by 
the  nurses.  The  shortage  of  hospital  beds  and  the  increasing  number  of  old  people 
are  continually  making  heavier  demands  on  their  services.  The  work  is  often  heavy 
and  exacting,  and  the  facilities  in  the  homes  often  leave  very  much  to  be  desired. 
The  County  Health  Committee  have  recognised  the  importance  of  the  work  by 
increasing  the  establishment  of  nurses. 

The  State  Enrolled  Nurses  have  been  very  helpful,  particularly  in 
nursing  the  elderly  and  infirm. 

During  1961,  65,854  visits  were  paid  to  2057  patients. 

The  district  nurses  are  now  doing  a  considerable  amount  of  social  work 
amongst  the  sick  (particularly  the  aged  sick)  and  also  amongst  handicapped  persons 
in  addition  to  their  nursing  duties. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  15  nurses  were  using  their  own  cars  for 
official  duties,  and  two  County  Council  owned  cars  were  being  used  by  nurses 
in  the  division.

XV.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

In  1961  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  ambulance  service 
showed  a  decrease  for  the  first  time.  There  were  3261  emergency  cases  (3534 
in  i960)  and  48,186  non-urgent  cases  (50,422  in  i960).  The  gross  mileage  of 
the  vehicles  was  also  down  from  255>986  in  I960  to  251,182  in  1961. 

The  system  of  radio  control  introduced  about  five  years  ago  has  now 
become  firmly  established.  Each  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  radio  receiver  and 
transmitter,  and  all  movements  are  ordered  from  the  Control  Centre  for  South 
East  Lancashire  at  Radcliffe.  Ambulances  are  now  frequently  directed  to  cases 
immediately  after,  or  even  before,  completion  of  an  earlier  case,  thus  avoiding 
a  return  to  the  depot  and  resulting  in  a  considerable  saving  of  mileage. 

It  is  expected  that  a  new  Divisional  Ambulance  Station  and  Headquarters 
will  shortly  be  built  in  Cambridge  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne  -  a  position  giving 
reasonably  easy  access  to  every  part  of  the  division.  The  existing  premises  in 
Lord  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  have  become  quite  inadequate  to  house  this 
important  and  developing  service. 

All  the  men  employed  in  the  ambulance  service  are  required  to  obtain 
the  First  Aid  Certificate  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association,  and  that  of  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society;  also  to  be  re-examined  annually  to  ensure  that  their 
efficiency  has  been  maintained.  Lectures  are  also  given  to  the  men  on  home 
nursing,  infectious  diseases,  emergency  midwifery,  and  police  methods.  The 
standard  of  driving  is  good,  and  most  of  the  staff  have  received  the  safe  driving 
diploma. 


Details  of  the  ambulance  station,  staffing,  vehicles  available,  calls 
answered,  mileage,  etc.,  during  1961  are  given  in  Table  16,  Page  39. 

XVI.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  great  changes  in  the  mental  health  service,  which  were  envisaged  as 
a  result  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959,  have  not  yet  been  felt  in  this  area, 
although  it  would  be  fair  to  state  that  the  new  approach  to  the  subject  of  mental 
health  is  becoming  more  evident. 

So  far  as  the  responsibilities  of  Local  Health  Authorities  are  concerned, 
however,  the  County  Health  Committee  have  prepared,  and  commenced  to  implement, 
an  extensive  and  ambitious  programme  providing  for  the  erection,  throughout  the 
County,  of  training  centres  and  hostels  for  both  children  and  adults.  The 
building  of  a  new  hostel  and  training  centre  for  adult  subnormal  persons  will 
commence  in  the  Manchester  Road  area  of  Ashtcn-under-Lyne  during  the  financial 
year  1962-63. 
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The  provision  of  hospital  treatment  and  care  for  mentally 
disordered  persons  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

The  declared  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  of  the  Boards  is  to  reduce 
the  number  of  hospital  beds  available  for  mental  cases.  It  is  very  difficult 
indeed  to  equate  this  policy  with  the  situation  with  which  we  are  confronted 
almost  daily  -  that  is,  mentally  ill  or  subnormal  persons  in  urgent  need  of 
hospital  beds,  for  whom  no  beds  are  available.  The  mentally  ill  patients 
frequently  have  to  wait  days,  weeks,  or  even  months,  whilst  the  waiting 
period  for  the  admission  of  a  subnormal  person  to  hospital  is  frequently 
counted  in  years.  Considerable  hardship  to  the  patient  and  relatives  results. 

In  the  case  of  subnormals,  alleviation  is  sometimes  possible  by  the  admission 
to  hospital  for  "short  stays"  during  the  summer  months,  whilst  the  permanent 
occupants  of  beds  are  on  leave,  or  by  the  County  Council  providing  "short  stays" 
in  voluntary  or  privately  owned  Homes. 

The  newly  built  80-place  Training  Centre  for  children  in  Manchester 
Road,  Ashton-unde r-Lyne ,  started  to  receive  children  on  the  8th  December.  The 
children  formerly  attending  Centres  at  temporary  premises  in  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  Droylsden  were  transferred  to  the  new  centre,  in  the  design,  construction 
and  equipping  of  which  nothing  has  been  spared.  The  premises  in  Fairfield 
Avenue,  Droylsden,  vacated  by  the  children,  were  immediately  made  available  for 
24  adult  females.  This  adult  centre,  together  with  a  centre  for  adult  males 
which  has  been  operating  for  over  2  years,  also  in  Fairfield  Avenue,  is  already 
proving  its  worth.  The  young  women  now  attending,  who  had  previously  been  in 
the  Junior  Training  Centres,  or  idle  in  their  own  homes,  are  all  working 
enthusiastically  at  cooking,  laundry  work,  handicrafts,  etc.,  under  the 
supervision  of  three  instructresses. 

Two  male  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  one  female  Mental  Health  Worker 
are  employed  in  the  Division  to  investigate  the  circumstances  of  allegedly 
disordered  persons,  and  to  arrange,  where  necessary,  for  their  removal  and 
admission  to  hospital;  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist 
and  general  practitioners,  to  provide  care  and  after-care.  This  work  calls  for 
a  sympathetic  approach  and  the  exercise  of  a  great  deal  of  patience  and  tact. 

The  shortage  of  beds  in  both  Mental  Hospitals  and  Hospitals  for  Subnormal  persons 
adds  enormously  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

Excellent  relations  exist  between  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area 
and  the  mental  health  staff.

XVII.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

Health  Education  and  Propaganda.  The  dissemination  to  the  public  of  information 
as  to  ways  in  which  illness  and  disease  can  be  avoided,  and  healthy  lives  led, 
is  an  important  part  of  our  v/ork,  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  do  it.  Talks 
are  regularly  given  to  mothers  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  to  the  older  children 
in  the  schools.  Posters  have  been  displayed  and  leaflets  distributed  covering  a 
wide  range  of  health  subjects,  and  the  medical  and  nursing  staffs  have  given 
lectures  to  church  groups  and  to  parent/teachers  associations.  It  is  expected 
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that  a  film  strip  projector  and  a  large  number  of  film  strips  on  health  subjects 
will  become  available  early  in  1962.  These  should  prove  a  most  valuable 
addition  to  our  health  education  equipment. 

There  is  a  Home  Safety  Sub-Committee  which  includes  representatives 
from  many  interested  bodies. 

Care  and  After-care.  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  divisional  staff 
and  the  Almoners  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  General  Hospital,  the  Boundary  Park 
Hospital,  Oldham,  and  most  of  the  Manchester  Hospitals.  This  co-operation  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  in  ensuring  that  patients  discharged  from  hospital  receive 
the  earliest  and  greatest  possible  benefit  from  the  services  administered  by 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

A  close  liaison  has  been  established  with  the  Consultants  -  Obstetrician, 
Paediatrician  and  Geriatrician  to  the  Local  Hospital  Management  Committee,  as  a 
result  of  which  integration  of  their  services  has  been  effected,  and  maintained, 
with  those  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 


During  the  year  I  recommended  three  adults  and  two  children  under  school 
age  for  admission  to  convalescent  and  recuperative  homes.  They  were  all  admitted 
to  a  home  on  either  the  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  or  Welsh  coasts,  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  Central  Office.  These  figures  do  not  include  a  much  larger  number  of 
school  children  who  receive  convalescence  through  the  school  health  service. 

Nursing  equipment  for  issue  on  loan  to  persons  being  nursed  in  their 
own  homes  is  kept  at  and  issued  from  convenient  points  in  the  Division.  Large 
items,  such  as  wheelchairs,  beds,  matresses,  special  lifts,  etc.,  are  stored  in 
the  Divisional  Office.  There  is  a  steady  demand  for  this  equipment,  which  includes

Nine  old  persons  were  given  night  help.  A  total  of  39  attendances  were 

made. 

The  laundry  service,  which  has  been  established  to  help  in  exceptional 
cases  of  incontinence,  who  cannot  have  their  soiled  bed  linen  washed  at  home,  and 
where  commercial  laundries  will  not  accept  it,  dealt  with  7  cases  during  the  year. 
Sheets,  etc.,  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  and  are  collected,  laundered, 
and  delivered  twice  a  week. 


Two  tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  are  employed  in  the  Division.  They 
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carry  out  important  and  valuable  work  in  connection  with  the  care  and  after¬ 
care  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  During  the  year  they  paid  130 
first  visits  to  new  cases,  261  first  visits  to  contacts,  in  addition  to 
3037  re-visits  to  cases  and  3347  re-visits  to  contacts. 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  divisional  staff  and  the  Chest 
Clinic.  The  Chest  Physician  employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  whose 
services  are  available  to  the  County  Council  for  care  and  after-car  work,  paid 
14  visits  to  patients  in  their  own  homes  in  connection  with  this  work. 

Sixty-four  children  and  eight  adults  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination 
(protection  against  tuberculosis),  under  arrangements  with  the  Chest  Physician, 
and  1004  children  in  17  grammar  schools  and  secondary  schools  and  about  to 
leave  school  were  vaccinated. 

In  the  interests  of  protecting  young  children  from  tuberculosis  124 
persons,  mostly  new  members  of  the  County  Council*  s  staff,  were  x-rayed  at  my 
request  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  They  included  Day  Nursery  staff.  Health  Visitors, 
Dental  Staff,  Training  Centre  Staff,  Midwives,  Teachers,  Housemothers,  School 
Meals  Staff,  and  an  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Chiropody.  Up  to  the  end  of  1959,  five  of  the  six  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committees  in  the  Division  each  operated  a  Chiropody  scheme  for  old  people. 

Some  of  the  Committees  made  a  charge,  whilst  others  supplied  a  limited  free 
service.  Prom  January  I960,  the  County  Council,  as  authorised  by  Parliament, 
assumed  financial  responsibility  for  chiropody  for  old  people,  for  handicapped 
persons,  and  for  expectant  mothers.  From  that  date  the  Old  Persons  Voluntary 
Committees  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Audenshaw,  Denton,  and  Droylsden,  have  acted 
as  agents  for  the  County  Council  for  the  provision  of  a  Chiropody  Service, 
whilst  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  have  operated  a  direct  service  in 
Mossley.  Immediately  after  the  County  Council  assumed  responsibility  for 
chiropody  there  was  a  very  large  increase  in  the  demands  for  the  service,  and 
the  increase  in  the  demand  has  continued  in  1961.  During  1961,  1515  (1221  in 
i960)  persons  received  6274  (5044  in  i960)  treatments  in  clinics  and  835  (602 
in  I960)  received  3388  (3000  in  i960)  in  their  own  homes.  Of  the  t#tal  of  2350 
persons  treated  during  the  year,  2296  were  old  persons,  33  handicapped  persons, 
and  1  expectant  mother. 

There  were  9  clinics  operating  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

General  Information.  Verbal  advice  to  members  of  the  public  on  a  wide  variety 
of  subjects  is  a  daily  feature  of  the  work  of  myself,  the  Assistant  Divisional 
Medical  Officers,  the  Health  Visitors,  Welfare  Workers,  and  Divisional  Office 
Staff  and  Clinic  Staffs. 

XV1 1 1 .  HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


More  and  more  demands  are  being  made  upon  the  services  of  home  helps. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  record  number  of  home  helps  were  employed  -  207  full 
time  or  part-time,  compared  with  193  at  the  end  of  I960.  Additional  supervisory 
staff  will  also  be  required  shortly. 
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It  is  not  easy  to  recruit  suitable  women  to  work  as  home  helps, 
particularly  as  other  attractive,  well-paid  employment  is  readily  available 
in  the  area.  Absenteeism  of  home  helps  because  of  sickness  is  very  high; 
consequently  help  has  had  to  be  withdrawn  from  some  of  the  households  for 
short  periods.  However,  every  effort  is  made  to  direct  the  available  resources 
to  people  needing  them  most. 

In  1961,  1342  (1263  in  i960)  householders  received  help,  the  vast 
majority  of  them  coming  within  the  category  of  "aged  and  infirm". 

XIX.  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Care  of  Old  People  in  their  own  homes.  The  Divisional  Welfare  Organiser  keeps 
in  the  closest  possible  touch  with  the  six  voluntary  societies  in  the  Division, 
and  continues  to  guide  them  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a  wide  variety 
of  services  for  the  aged.  All  six  societies  have  now  become  part  of  the  life 
of  the  districts. 

At  the  end  of  1961,  9030  names  were  on  the  divisional  register  of  old 
people,  of  whom  2781  were  living  alone.  A  total  of  2679  were  under  surveillance 
by  the  Divisional  staff  (1063  of  these  old  persons  were  living  alone).  4119 
visits  were  paid  by  health  visitors  during  the  year,  1017  old  people  received 
home  help  during  1961,  and  approximately  35,000  visits  were  paid  to  1,200  persons 
over  65  years  of  age  in  their  own  homes  by  district  nurses. 

The  meals  on  wheels  service  operated  by  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  Old 
Peoples  Y/elfare  Committee  since  1959  continues  to  do  excellent  work.  In  Mossley 
the  W.V.S.  started  a  meals  on  wheels  service  early  in  the  year,  and  this  has 
now  become  firmly  established.  It  is  hoped  that  similar  services  will  be  started 
in  both  Denton  and  Droylsden  during  1962. 

Another  interesting  innovation  during  1961  is  a  Luncheon  Club  for  Old 
People  in  Waterloo,  by  the  Waterloo  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee. 

This  interest  by  voluntary  organisations  in  meals  on  wheels  and  a 
Luncheon  Club  is  most  commendable  and  cannot  fail  to  have  a  beneficial  effect 
on  a  large  number  of  old  people. 

The  Denton  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  held  a  successful  "Old 
Peoples'  Week".  All  the  six  Old  People's  Welfare  Committees  have  continued  to 
be  very  active,  and  their  activities  have  included  home  visiting,  provision  of 
emergency  bedding  and  underclothing,  wireless  repairs  and  licences,  decorating, 
outings,  invalid  food,  Christmas  parcels,  Christmas  parties,  organised  holidays, 
recorded  messages  to  relatives  abroad,  social  clubs,  etc.  etc. 

Residential  Accommodation.  Accommodation  is  provided  at  Lakeside,  Ashton-under- 
Lyne,  for  83  males  and  65  females,  whilst  the  Sunnyside  Home,  Droylsden,  has  35 
places,  and  Holme  Lea,  Astley  Road,  Stalybridge,  has  20  places.  During  1961  the 
193  places  mentioned  above  did  not  provide  sufficient  accommodation  (particularly 
for  females)  to  meet  all  the  pressing  demands  from  residents  of  the  Division. 
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It  is  known  that  the  County  Council  are  planning  the  erection,  during 
the  next  few  years,  of  two  50-place  Homes  in  the  Division  -  one  in  Ashton-Hinder 
Lyne  and  one  in  Denton.  When  these  Homes  are  available  at  least  part  of  the 
accommodation  at  Lakeside  will  be  released  for  use  by  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 


It  is  difficult  to  recruit  suitable  female  staff  for  Lakeside.  The 
duties  of  female  attendants  are  onerous  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  women 
who  are  doing  this  work.  The  situation  is  often  aggravated  by  the  fact  that 
the  Consultant  G-eriatrician  tends  to  label  as  "Welfare  cases"'  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  referred  to  him  by  general  practitioners  for  admission  to 
hospital.  Many  of  these  cases  are  either  very  feeble,  in  a  state  of  senile 
confusion,  or  both.  They  are  difficult  to  manage  at  Lakeside  or  at  the  other 
Homes,  where  there  are  no  trained  nurses. 

A  Chiropodist  visits  the  three  homes  each  week,  and  his  services  are 
very  much  appreciated  by  the  residents. 

Tables  18/19  Page  4 2  give  details  of  admissions  to  and  discharges  from 
the  three  Homes  during  the  year. 

Details  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  Division,  who  are  in 
residential  homes  maintained  by  other  Local  Authorities  or  by  voluntary  bodies 
and  for  whom  the  County  Council  have  accepted  responsibility,  are  given  in 
Table  20  Page  43. 

Handicapped  Persons.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  607  names  on  the 
Divisional  Register  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

The  special  needs  of  handicapped  persons  are  well  provided  for  in 
this  Division,  although  it  is  felt  that  further  provision  might  be  made  for 
instruction  in  handicrafts  and  for  suitable  premises  to  be  made  available  for 
social  activities.  Further  efforts  are  being  made  in  this  direction. 

The  handicrafts  instructor  made  786  visits  to  82  handicapped  persons,  when 
she  gave  instruction  and  guidance  in  a  wide  variety  of  handicrafts.  In  addition, 

11  handicapped  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  register  are  attending  a  special 
handicraft  class,  organised  by  the  Divisional  Education  Executive  for  them,  and 
which  is  held  weekly.  Of  the  607  persons  on  the  register,  84  are  employed  in 
open  industry,  and  17  in  sheltered  workshops;  72  are  incapable  of  work. 

Seven  persons  are  in  homes  for  handicapped  persons,  14  in  Epileptic 
Colonies  and  35  in  hostels  or  allocated  accommodation. 

The  County  Council  provided  38  handicapped  persons  from  this  Division 
with  a  holiday,  of  whom  18  went  to  a  holiday  camp  at  Prestatyn  for  a  week  under 
arrangements  made  by  the  Inskip  League  of  Friendship  for  a  "group"  holiday.  A 
total  of  80  persons  (including  some  family  groups)  went  on  this  holiday  which  was 
an  outstanding  success  and  is  to  be  repeated. 
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In  4  cases  the  County  Council  paid  an  aggregate  of  £110  for 
adaptations  at  the  homes  of  handicapped  persons,  either  to  provide  access  to 
garages  used  to  house  mechanically  propelled  vehicles  supplied  free  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  or  to  help  the  person  to  get  about  his  home  more  easily. 

The  three  local  branches  of  the  Inskip  League  of  Friendship  -  one  in 
Ashton,  one  in  Denton,  in  addition  to  a  branch  for  Juniors  which  covers  the 
whole  Division  -  have  completely  transformed  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  handicapped 
persons.  Many  of  them,  who  were  almost  entirely  isolated  from  normal  social 
relationship,  have,  through  the  activities  of  the  League,  been  absorbed  into  the 
social  life  of  the  community,  with  a  resultant  mutual  benefit. 

Included  in  the  valuable  social  work  done  by  the  League  are  regular 
social  gatherings,  outings,  visiting  of  the  homebound,  and  group  holidays.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  branches'  voluntarily  raised  funds  is  absorbed  by  motor 
transport,  which  is  so  essential  in  connection  with  these  activities.  Unfortunately, 
these  social  activities,  particularly  in  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  area,  are  under  the 
great  handicap  of  unsuitable  accommodation. 

The  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  visit  the  homes  of  the  people 
whose  names  are  on  the  register,  and  submit  reports  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind.  The  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  District  Society  for  the  Blind 
act  as  agents  of  the  County  Council  for  the  care  of  the  blind.  The  Society 
employ  visitors  and  home  teachers  whose  salaries  are  paid  by  the  County  Council. 

The  home  teachers  regularly  visit  the  homes  of  all  the  people  on  the  register,  and 
after  assessing  their  needs,  teach  them  to  read  embossed  literature  and  instruct 
them  in  pastime  occupations,  organise  social  centres  and  classes,  and  give  advice 
on  the  availability  of  social  services.  Social  and  handicraft  centres  are  held 
in  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Denton,  Drcylsden  and  Mossley. 

The  County  Council  and  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  are  represented 
on  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Society. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  243  names  on  the  Divisional.. Register 
of  Blind  Persons. 

All  applicants  for  registration  are  examined  by  ophthalmologists  and 
copies  of  their  reports  are  sent  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Partially -Sighted  Persons.  There  were  73  names  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  the  services  for  blind  persons  detailed  above  are  also  available  for  the 
partially  sighted. 

Welfare  of  the  Deaf.  The  Manchester  Adult  Deaf  &  Dumb  Institute  receive  an  annual 
grant  from  the  County  Council  and,  through  a  local  affilliated  Society,  provide 
welfare  services  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons. 

There  is  a  full-time  Welfare  Officer  attached  to  the  local  Society  who 
also  operate  an  up-to-date  club  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  Ashton-under-Lyne.
